"When a child is missing or there has been 
a murder and I am asked. I do my hest." 

Croiset claimed that at least 350 children 
have been found as 1 result of hi* work. 

CroUet said he could not art at any given 
moment or under all rirrum stances. The 
case had to '"strike a chord' 1 with him. 

f lis admirers belirve that he has had fiioitl 
of his successes in drowning cases, l>eeause 
he himself nrarly drowned when he was six. 

Asked if he felt confident that, once on 
the spot, he would be able to find the foodies 
of the missing lieaumnnt children, he 
replied: "1 am never 100 percent *ure, 1 
can only do my best."

Cramped conditions may give them a 
feeling [whirh may la«t all their Uvea) thai 
thryVe big, horse-lil"e, rlumsy rreattirei. 

They get restless and Lnattentive becausr 
they're uncomfortable, and teachers and 
other grown-ups, who are often irrational 
about these things, tick them off on the 
grounds that "they're much too big" to 
behave so stupidly. 

Poor things, they can't help being big \ot 
their age, and it etrtatnh do&iCl makr 
them any more grmtm-up than the eiasi- 
matci they tower over.

SCHOOLS are notoriously- short of

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HOW WILL YOU PAVE YOUR PATIO? 



• The type of pQving or ground-cover treatment chosen 
for your outdoor living area will influence its appearance 
and character as well as its functional aspects. It needs 
just as much consideration as indoor floor covering, 



JJECIDE first the type, of surface you 
warn. Should ii be smooth enough 
for dancing — if not now, perhaps in a 
couple of years whrn the children are 
older? Would it be too slippery for 
old people, too rough for children? 

Consider other practical aspects, such 
3s its ease uf cleaning and whether u 
will readily absorb jrreasc from thr 
barbecue. If it is a solid continuous 
surface such as concrete, will drain- 
age from the area create a problem? 
Will it accentuate glare, reflect ton 
much heat or became tuu damp and 
mossy in winter? 

If it is close to large trees, consider 
the likely tesvllx: Whether the Cover 
will prevent moitlure from reaching 
the root area, or whether rettU art 
likely tit crack cement. 

Another important aspect to consider 
is its permanence; how long you expect 
it 10 last; if it may have to be dis- 
turbed later for sewerage or other ser- 
vices; whether family requirements are 
likely lo change — you may later 
decide the area will be used for a pool, 
lawn, garden, or extensions In the house. 

If yon are vague about these anwrrs 
ii may lie wiser to favor a temporary 
ULateiial or one that cart be rearranged, 
such as bricks or paving blocks. 

Naturally it must look attractive. If 
needs to blend with the garden and 
l he exterior of thr houve. Where doors 
or windows open on to the area it 
should be in harmony and c ha racier 
with in ten or ttcx>r coverings. 

It is not taay to find a material tn 
Hit all your requirements perfectly, but 
in this section we give the pros and 
cons of the most latch ones. 

Perhaps it will help yon decide if 
you allocate points to each likely 
material according 10 its suitability. 

A good scheme would be to allow, 
*ay, a possible 10 for practical advan- 
tages, itl for appearance and 10 for 
cost in relation t» your budget. Then if 
the scores are Inw under the last two 
headings, consider a combination of 
materials, such as cement blocks, brick 
or concrete relieved by sect ions of 
aggregate or ground cover. 

Header Boards: These can be used 
to advantage in conjunction with most 
materials, llity are worth considering 
before making definite plans becausc 
they allow scope for easier combinations 
of materials; for gradual change of sec- 
tions from temporary to permanent 
cover; or to remove sections of other- 
wise permanent materials without 
damage to the remainder. They also 
make construction easier. 

T leader boards merely consist of 
lengths of hardwood, either 4in. * 2in. 
or 3m. x 2im, arcording to the thick- 
ness of maierial used. After the site 
ts brought to the desired gTade they are 
set on edge at intervals of 1ft. to 4ft. 
aparl to act as dividers between the 
paving material. 

They are secured by stout stakes at 
intervals on either side. These are 
hammered in so their lops are an bach 
or two below the top edge of the header 
board. Snug-fitting cross boards also 
help to keep them in place. 

Their prime purpose is to make it 
possible to lay concrete In a predeter- 
mined grade at a constant thickness, 
and to allow it to be ramped and finished 
off section by section. 

Frequently they ate removed before 
the area is completed, hut when left in 
place they give an interesting effect 

roue t2^OUTOO0fc UVING 



and make it easier to s'ary the textme 
of the surface by leaving some panels 
to be set with a mosaic of pebbles, 
filled with gravel or with soil and 
planted with lawn or olhet ground 
cover. 

They are also an asset when lay- 
ing predominantly brick or other types 
of paving if other materials are to be 
added for variety. 

If the timber dots eventually rot ihe 
gaps can be filled with mortar or 
cement. Undoubtedly, by that time 
there will be efficient plastic materials 
to simply pour into the spaces. 

Concrete paving 

The main advantage* of concrete are 
thai it it permanent, serviceable, and 
hard-weariiis It can b*« finished with a 



roughened non-slip texture, or a miomh. 
fast surface suitable for dancing. On 
this point remember that a temporary 
dance floor can be made by placing a 
square of linoleum over any firm sur- 
face, or securing sheets of polished 
fibre board together by tacking them to 
the header boards. 

A large area, of concrete can be laid 
in a comparatively short time because 
you can buy it ready-muted. 

Disadvantages: In large areas it can 
look harsh and unimaginative and can 
also cause glare. These bad features r;m 
be offset by using panels with interest- 
ing aggregate finishes or other male rials 
lor relief. 

Ilnvtcvcx, siopc for this type uf 
treatment is limited when using rcadi- 
mixed concrete, because it is only 
available in relatively large quantirhs 
which call for maximum speed for 
normal Laying, without time for extra 
embellishment. 

It must be well laid to be efficient 
Any error in surface grade will cause 
the inconvenience of water gathering 
in persistent puddles during wet weather 
or after hosing. 

The permanence of concrete makes 
it difficult to correct mistakes nr m-ikr 
easy ah em lions, although permanent 
header boards do to some extent offset 
this objection. They allow panels lo 



be taken up without cracking the sur- 
rounding area. 

If, for example, there was the pos- 
sibility of a future sewerage pipe Cut- 
ting through the area, its course could 
be allowed for in The pattern of the 
header lx>ards 1 so for exc aval inn only 
a panel of the appropriate widlh need 
be lifted. 

How to Lay Concrete: If the base 
of the area to be concreted is consoli- 
dated and evenly graded, and the header 
boards are set securely in place, then 
the success of the undertaking is almost 
assured. 

Make the height of ihe boards the 
depth uf the concrete. Three inches is 
adequate for good hefty foot-pounding 
but go to hn. or 5in, if it has to take 
the weight of a car. 

Serine the headei Innards with stakes 



at least 1ft. long or longer if the soil 
is light and sandy. Stakes or well-Fitting 
cross pieces will be needed at sfu in- 
tervals, because with tamping, the wet 
concrete can spread readily and bow 
unsecured timber. 

If the boards are perinanem, nail them 
to stakes or cross pieces to ensure that 
i heir height remains constant, other- 
wise secure them with temporary pegs. 

The header hoards should divide the 
area into sections, ait least small enough 
to handle at the one rime. 

As a guide, 1 bag of cement. 2i of 
sand, and 3 of crushed metal, which 
would be a very I urge hand mix. is suf- 
ficient [0 cover about 2 square yards lo 
ihe depth of 3in. 

These quantities can also be used to 
arrive ,u a rough coating. If using Teady- 
mixed concrete. 1 cubic yard covers 100 
square feci lo the depth of 3im 

ft is advisable to have sod and 
headers damp before applying concrete. 
If you intend to remove the header 
boards, wet them thoroughly before use 
— olheiwisc they absorb moisture from 
the concrete and swell after it is 
poured, making them more difficult to 
remove. A liberal dressing of oil or 
grease makes them iess inclined to stick. 

Also, when die boards are to be 
removed, the concrete is laid in 
alternate squares. The first squares act 



as a guide for the second ioi after uV 
boards have been removed. 

In brief, when the concrete h 
thoroughly mixed {sand and cement 
first to an even color, then metal, then 
abuut 5 gallons of water} spread ami 
utnp it down evenly. Then, i*ilh 
letigih id board" level it off with du- 
mps of ihe header boards on eilhe 
side. 

Check the latter occasionally with 
level to make sure the boards hav 
not lifted during the tamping- Fmi 
the surface roughly with the back < 

a shovel. 

Finishing off: When the Dbvioi 
moisture has drained away (after aboi 
J hour) smooth the surface with 
wooden float, using a rotary ralher tha 
up-and-down action. 

This will leave it with a sand-tc. 
lured finish, smooth but absorbent - 
not shiny ur slippery. Because this su 
face is closer to natural stone, it blenct 
with plantlifc and uiher textures, pr 
viding it does not predormmt 
excessively. To beat glare ii ne«- 
the relief of other lexiures and u 
shadow v 

Smooth, hard finish: This finish don 
not absorb food ur din panicles mad 
and is easy to clean. Also ii can pi 
vide a fast surface for dancing. 

However, it ii inclined to be slippe j 
and rarely blends well with the garden.

Cement or mortar between the blorks 
is not necessary, but if it is preferred t 
it ii easiest applied as a dry mix. 

For this, space the blocks |in. to ±in 
apart, then sweep them over with 3 
pans dry sand and 1 of cement, 
thoroughly misted together until the 
color is even. 

Use a narrow board to tajnp the 
mixture thoroughly into the cracks. 
When complete, sweep the surface free 
of any fnjrplus and lightly hose with 
a fine jet in wet it thoroughly but 
gradually, without puddling eehu-m out 
of the joims- 

Whcn nearly drv T smoulh over the 
cement between the joints, if necessary, 
with the smooth edge of a board or 
curved piece of copper piping. 

Another variation which could help 
to wedge small blocks together and give 
variation to the pattern is lo set them 
rightly in panels 2 or 3ft. square be- 
tween I in.- or 2in.-widc header boards 

Remove the boards and fill the gaps 
with cement or mortar as described. 

Some form of header board or cement 
coping b desirable to retain the blocks 
at the edge of the paved area where 
they meet loose garden soil or are 
higher than lawn

These bonds can be broken with lever- 
age, but their strength is sufficient to 
prevent the edges of the pavement from 
wandering. 



Bricks 



Have great alwiorbenry, which has 
it s advantages and disad van luges. 
Hosed down on a hoi summer's day. 
they absorb large quantities of water 
and give a cooling effect to ihe area 
BJ the water gradually evaporates. 

On the oilier hand, in damp, shaded 
areas diey can become mossy and 
slippery. Laid on sand as suggested 
for cement blocks they are quite satis* 
factory. 

• Bricks provide a warm, attractive 
surface and as a pavement, usually 
succeed in exaggerating the perspective, 
creating an illusion of spaciousness. 

• They can be used in innumerable 
patterns (see sketches above j, and 
nlend well with concrete, aggregate, 
timber, plants — in fact, any material. 

• There is such a wide variety of 
colors available that it Is easy to choose 
one to suit your particular setting. 

• Bricks do not reflect glare. 

• They are easy to lay. and mistakes 
rati easilv be corrected. To change the

design completely involves only the 
labor. 

Bricks are laid on a bed of sand as 
Miggrsied for concrete blocks. They 
should not need cementing, but if this 
is preferred the dry- mix procedure 
outlined for the blocks is the easiest. 

Header boards can be used effectively 
with bricks, and help to retain"- edges 
between brick and garden, or where 
panels are left open for other ground 
cover or plantings. 

If using header boards, before you 
set them out, check the proposed width 
agairqtt the brick pattern you intend 
to use. You may be able to make small 
adjustments to minimise brick c tilting. 

When using header boards wUh 
brick, a scrted wilt help you to athieve 
a ituf arcuratr mrfact morr nasify. 

A screed is merely a board as long 
as the distance between Ihe headers, 
and tin. wide. This is made to ride 
between the headers on a stout najl 
driven in cither end exactly 3in. from 
the base — in other words, the same 
d^pth as a bridt. 

You can see how this can be uned to 
correct die height of the sand bed, so 
the lops of the bricks will lie exaedy 
level with the top of the header. 

A more substantial screed can be 
made by using a board a few inches 
tongPT, Saw it in 3in. deep at the 
required d is tame from either end, so 
it is left wilh two wooden lugs lo ride 
on instead of nails, which are inclined to 
bend out of position. 

Remember that if the headers arc 
4in. deep the sand cannot br roore than 
about lin. deep. 

Cutting firkks: Some cutting will be 
necessary but it is not difficult, For 
thb a bolster is a handy tool (a heavy 
chisel-like blade of brick width ^ith a 
t>in, steel handle). 

Press this agaimt the brick where the 
cut is intended, *lantin** ihr blade 
toward the centre of th' bruk rather 
than perpendicular, then lap the handle 
sharply with a heavy hammer (sec 
sketch below). 

Attempt lo cut only when the bric k 
L* seated on a fi.m, even base. A bed 
of sand makes a good anting rest. 




After laying the bricks, spread a few 
shovelfuls ol dry sand over the surface 
and sweep backwards and forwards to 
fill the crocks and eliminate movement. 

Number Required: For each WOft. 
of paving you will need 500 bricks or 
about 43f) if spaced for mortar between.

HOW WILL YOU PAVE YOUR PATIO? ■ continued 




Stone

Stone paving looks right in any set- 
ting. Rectangular sawn sandstone is 
at tractive in a forma! setting and very 
comfortable underfoot, but being so 
even in texture it shows grease marks 
and food stains rather badly. This 
type of flagging is best laid by an ex- 
perienced craftsman. 

Random Flagging or Oary Paving: 
This paving is in keeping with con- 
lempory or traditional homes, Spanish* 
Mexican courtyards or Australian bush- 
land settings. 

Providing the surface is even, anything 
goes, It can be easy to lay or tedious 
and exasperating — this often happens 
when you strive for even, close joint- 
ing between the stone, because you seem 
to be forever searching for the right 
piece. 

Such paving will repay with a neat 
trim and rather professional effect, but 
somehow it tacks the generous and 
friendly character of the casualty laid, 
wide- join ted type of flagging. 

If the surface is kept even and flags 
laid or a firm hose it is comfortable 
underfoot. 

Price varies in areas and according 
tn thickness, but is usually a little more 
than other materials mentioned. 

For a normal patio 2in. thickness is 
usually sufficient; if it is to take a car 
you will nerd 4in. 

Laying: As the flags need to flow 
and lock into one another, header 
boards are rarely practical or attrac- 
tive here. However, a few temporary 
ones can be usefully employed as a 
guide to the level, especially when put- 
ting down Large areas. 

Grade and consolidate the soil as 
suggested for other paving- Then spread 
a generous 2in. layer of sand to pro- 
vide a firm bed for the flails. Their 
thickness may vary, so For somf you will 
need to scrape away a Little sand, and 
build it up in other cases. 

Check the Level of each flag as it 
is laid, Use a straight-edged board about 
3ft. long for this so it rests over several 
flap and indicates the general trend 
of the grade. 

Do not worry unduly about fitting 
the stones in precisely. 

Where two or three largp flags do 
not make a good fit, move them around 
until the edges are in happy relation- 
ship, even if it does leave a gap of 4in. 
or am, at some point. Leave these 
large gaps to fill later with small pieces 
over — this will help progress and your 
nerves! 

Cutting stone: Rounded or uneven 
edges can be Left un trimmed unless most 
of the flags are straight edged- If you 
do need to cut them there are several 
ways it ran be dune effectively. Prob- 
ably the easiest is using a bolster as 
described for cutting bricks. 

The most important point is first 
ro bed the flag evenly on rand Mark 
the proposed cut, then move the bolster 
along its length in each new position, 
giving it a tap with the hammer so it 
just bites into (he stone. 

Move it back for a couple of harder 
taps in more central positions and the 
atone should break along the line — - 
hut remember that this type of flagging 
was not called "crazy paving*' for 
nothing! 

Cementing: Open jointed flags with 
Alywum and other small plants grow- 
ing between are delightful in garden 
walks and similar areas, but where 
there will be more concentrated traffic, 
and furniture, it is more satisfactory 
to cement the joints between the flags. 



The easiest way ii to sweep them 
over with a dry mix of sand and cement 
as suggested for concrete blocks and 
bricks. In this method, care must be 
taken with the watering, otherwise the 
cement is puddled over the stone. 

Also it is difficult to fill the joint suf- 
ficiently without spilling out. 

The alternative is slower but usually 
more satisfactory. Wet the stones and 
sand down well. Then pour a slightly 
sloppy 3 and-] cement mix between 
them to (ill the joint. You may need 
to tamp this in dose joints with the 
edge of a trowd to make sure it pen* 
t rales. 

The consistency of the cement i 
important. Mix it first to norm.] 
"floating'* or plaster consistency. Thcj 
put a shovelful in an old bucket an 
add water until it is thin enough ( 
pour. Keep it stirred, otherwise th 
sand, may settle out of the mixture. 

Use a container with a lip (an ol 
jam tin can be fashioned into one 
to ladle it into the joints. 

Now gaps between the flags will 
seem to yawn wider, so if they won 
you, have a few flat stones or brok< 
pieces of flag on hand to ease in ai 
break the expanse of cement in an. 
wide joint. 

Alternatively, small groups of rive 
pebbles can be gently set in to tool 
effective but don't overdo this treat 



Gravel 



Various types or gravel can lie us* -tl 
to create an attractive patio, but exo i 
where it ia well bedded into doJoritr i 
a similar base, it u» not comfortable lei 
walk on and provides a poor surf, r 
for furniture. 

Fine-textured gravels overcome th- tt 
objections to some extent, but th' se 
arc inclined lo find their way i a 
shoes or sandals and tread nn to oi 
areas. Crushed tile also creates i he 
same problem. Nevertheless, gravel U 
picturesque and has its use for pahcn 
in conjunction with other materials. 

Regard it more as a ground cover or 
create interesting effects by filling it 
into the unconcreted panels left e- 
rween the headers, if they are oui of 
the main traffic way. 

Use it to cover the bare soil arairtd 
ether plantings or to stop splashing of 
snil around walls or patio edges. 

It is delightful as a cover betw'ca 
stepping stones and around natural 
rocks. 

It is useful placed tn a strip to absorb 
and diffuse drainage run off or v>.< er 
splashed around swimming -pools. 

• Don't have it near the edges of 
Lawns where it may catch mower blade* 
Here it can be hazardous, 

• Don't spread it thinly over conn <<■ 
or other hard surface, except as a dc:. el- 
ite challenge of skill at maintain r Jg 
balance! 

Coarser river gravels (about 1$ gr. de 
upwards] are more dramatic, hut un ;« 
trees finer grades make raking easier. 



After an hour or so when the cement 
joints start to set, yon can finiv 
them off with the point of a trowel, oi 
leave them until dry and rub thri 
down smooth with a piece of rlr 
hessian or similar material. 

The latter treatment gives a pteasai 
natural effect, and is easier underfoci 
and easier to clean than ridgy edges 

Spots of cement which inevitably 
fail in the wrong place are easiest to I 
move when half dry. Earlier they ai - 
inclined to smear more deeply iir ■ 
the grain of the stone,

• Nothing tastes quite so good as food cooked on the barbecue — and 
with all the family helping, every meal seems like a holiday picnjc. 
Barbecues ore nor limited to any particular season, but summer, when the

There's no formality about a barbecue — dishes are arranged buffet- 
style and diners help themselves. They can even cook their own meat, but to 
maintain a little order, it's a good idea to appoint a chef to supervise the 
barbecuing.

IfMBKR DRCKS 

You should pay particular attention 
to timber torfaevs in open deckings or 
draft*! 1 areas. l>cr;tu?c depreciation ii 
quite rapid unle« they ar e ffiven com- 
plete and r.onimoou* maintenftnee. 

Apply a priming coat immediately to 
any new limber surface to protect it. 
The primiri K i» frequent ly applied to the 
limber brFutc **srmhliiiic : and a much 
longer life can be given to the various 
limber joinu by priming inside them 
he fore assembling 

Leave the priming inat for a short 
time before applying finishing coau. The 
length of time necessary will vary 
greatly with ibr wcathrr — during 
summer months a maxim urn period of 
6 to B weeks would probably be neces- 
sary, but during Llie cooler months ihc 
period would be loosnu 

There are many form* of proprietary 
coatings, such as wcatherbaatti oil, suit- 
able for the treatment of exposed timbers, 

A good mixture to use u a first 
coating, or even for amUnmuji nuiin- 
tenance. is one containing 50 percent 
linseed uit and 50 percent mineral turps., 
tij which Li addfrd 4 or 5trt- of tcrcbine 
driers per gallon. When applied at 
Irrquenl intervaii^ this will penetrate and 
provide ^ood protection. 

To keep timber nirfatd in flrst-rlass 
lundition. you should repeat the main- 
tenance a( least nnce a year. 

IRONWORK 

Wr ought-iron balustrades or garden 
funuture cause con Hide table mamtr nan* r 
problems, mainly because of the diflficulty 
in removing completely any rn«t porkels 
in wfouKl't-iron dewgn. 

If you do the job yourself, begin by 
removing as much of the rust as possible 
by chipping and wire-brushing. Follow 
with a coat of nut preventive Ixfure 
applying a zinc, rhronvale metal primer. 




Finish with a mat of brilliant gtou 
enamel for maximum protection. 

However, if you don't want to tackle 
the job yourself, services are now avail- 
able for the treatment of these surface* 
by grit-blasting. This will remove all 
traces of rust before the application of 
metal protective coatings. 

The cormiiiiri rnntrni obtained hy thii 
method will give ouutanding protection 
for a considerable time. 

OUTDOOR FURNITURE 
For this type of furniture, a brilliant 
gltm enamel, writable for exterior use, 
is >trongly recommended, This particular 
type uf paint ii hard-wearing and will 
maintain the fwrniture*s appearaorr
